Why is Arkansas pronounced 


"Arknnsnw" and not like "Kan- 
sas?" Anna Ncnglc, the British 
actress, wanted to know when in 
an "Information Please" movie a 
remark was made about the pe- 
culiarities of 
pronunciation 
in 


her native land. 


The pronunciation 
universally 


used in this stale was formally 
declared by the legislature, in 
a resolution adopted in 1881, to 
be that received by the French 
from the native Indians and com- 
mitted to writing in the French 
word representing the sound—with 
the final s silent. (We don't know 
what 
pronunciation 
the Kansa 


Indians gave the first pale-faces 
among them.) 


The legislature's action was bas- 


ed on^ the finding of the State 
Historical Society and the Eclec- 
tic Club, made after thorough in- 
vestigation, that the familiar pro- 
nunciation was that derived from

The name is spelled in different 


ways by different writers of early 
years. Zcbulon Pike (1811) refers 
to the Arkansaws; Schermerhorn 
in Massachusetts Historical So- 
ciety Collections (1814) has Arkcn- 
saw; 
Trumbull's 
Indian 
Wars 


(1851) has Akinsaws. 


Those early Arkansas 
Indians 


who told the visiting Frenchmen 
what the name of this place was 
were called Beaux Homines, or the 
Handsome Men. Whereas, so far 
as our Indian lore goes, nobody 
ever said that those Kansa or 
Kanza bucks were glamour boys. 


Arkansas is Arkansaw and Kan- 


sas is Kansas, and never the twain 
shall meet on common—and cor- 
rect—orthoepical ground. 


Land Sale Law 
Is Tested in 


Supreme Court 


Meanwhile, De- 
Cision Reported 
in LaFayette 
Oil Lease Case 


LITTLE ROCK —(/P)— The supreme 


court Monday look under submission 
for probable decision next Monday 
n far-reaching case involving the dis- 
tribution of proceeds from sale and 
redemption of tax-forfeited lands. 


The state appealed the case from 


n Piilaski chancery court ruling that 
the proceeds should be distributed 
on the same basis as the original 
taxes levied against the property— 
among the state, counties, municipal- 
ities and school districts. 


The ruling, up setting the revenue- 


producing provisions of Arkansas' 1939 
land policy act, restrained State Trea- 
surer Earl Page from carrying out al- 
locations of redemption and sale pro- 
ceeds as provided by the land policy 
act and a 1929 land redemption act. 


The 1929 measure provided that pro- 


ceeds from land redemption should be 
divided 
equally between the state 


and Die county in which the land was 
situated. 


The supreme court also uphold the 


constitutionality of a 1929 law authoriz- 
ing a person invested with a life 
estate in land in Arkansas to execute 
oil and gas leases. The decision, re- 
versing a LaFayette chancery court 
ruling, directed the lower court to 
require J. C. McDonald to go through 
with a contract to pay J. W. Love 
52,500 for a lease 
to 73 acres of 


LaFayette county oil land. 


McDonald had refused to accept 


the lease on the, ground that Love 
could not give him,," a" merchantable 
title since he had obtained the lease 
from Mrs. Polly Knott who had been 
invested with' a life estate in the 
property. McDonald had raised the 
question as to whether the 1929 act, 
under provisions of which Love had 
obtained his lease from Mrs. Knott, 
was violative of any constitutional 
rights of Mrs. Knott's children.

He's Only American Flying 
One of Giant RAF Bombers 


Brooklyn Daredevil, 
Charlie Whitehead, 
Gets Action

LONDON — (By Wireless)— The 


big 15-ton Whitlcy stands there in the 
rain, its propellers slowly turning. In 
another 10 minutes it will be rol- 
ling across the airdrome on another 
raid over German-occupied France. 


Standing alongside this giant Whit- 


ley you wonder how any pilot can 
make the engines lift such a ponder- 
ous weight off this rain-swept fly- 
ing field. Then Charlie Whilchcad of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., comes wadling out 
from the hangar, encased in flying 
suit and heavy lined boots, and all 
complete with parachute and other 
equipment which adds about 50 pounds 
to his weight. 


Somehow, catching his determined 


air, 
you know he will get this air- 


plane off the ground all right. 


Fur this Charlie While-head is the 


one who turned in more hours of 
brilliant flying on Pan American's 
run to South America thun probably 
any other pilot. 


And this is the Charlie Whilchcad 


who probably pulled more airplanes 
out of spins over Brooklyn's Floyd 
Bennett Field than any other in- 
structor. That, of course, was when 
White-head was running his 
flying 


school at Bennett Field and had a 
$1000-a-week contract with the On 
Leong Tong of New York's Moll street 
under which he turned young Chinese 
into skillful war birds. 


Today Carlie's a war bird him- 


self. He is the only American in the 
Royal Air Force who is flying the 
big bombers.

British Smash 
Away on Two 
Italian Fronts 


Drive for Derna, 
in Libya; 
Penetrate Deeper 
Into Eritrea 


CAIRO—(fP)—British imperial forces, 


smashing by land and air at Italy's 
African empire on fronts 2,000 miles 
apart, have driven nearly 80 miles 
into Eritrea 
and 
are 
continuing 


Libyan preparations for an assault on 
the port of Derna, the Middle East 
.command announced Monday. 


The British announced also that 


25,000 Italian prisoners 
had 
been 


seized in last week's capture of the 
Libyan port base of Tobruk and that 
1,100 prisoners have been taken thus 
far in the invasion of Eirtrea. These 
figures brought to 111,000 the number 
of Italians reported taken by 
the 


British since they launched their Af- 
rican offensive. 


Pacing the land operations in the 


Dema area, the RAF announced raids 
on the landing ground there and at 
Barce, another Libyan base, where 
a number of Fascist craft on the 
ground and buildings were reported 
hit. 


Five Italian planes were reported 


downed, three of them near Nechile 
south of Derna, and two others which 
were attacking British troops ad- 
vancing on Derna itself. A sixth Ital- 
ian craft was said to have been de- 
stroyed on a landing 
field 
near 


Nechile. One British plane was lost. 


The British said they were closing 


in on Agordat and on Barentu, both 
in Eritrea, and ' that operations in 
the Derna area of Libya were dc- 
veloying "satisfactorily." 


In addition to the prisoners taken 


at. Tobruk, the communique said 22 
medium and 25 light tanks were seiz- 
ed.

It added that the counting and sort- 


' ing of guns captured there "is pro- 
ceeding." 


The Italians were reported to have 


abandoned Umm Hagar, in south- 
ern Eritrea near the juncture of the 
frontier 
with 
the 
Anglo-Egyptian 


Sudan and Ethiopia. The British add- 
ed that their forces were closely pur- 
suing the retreating Italians in this 
sector.

Revolt Rumored 


NEW YORK — 0<P)— The Columbia 


Broadcasting System, in a coast-to- 
coast broadcast, asserted Sunday night 
that despite official Fascist denials, 
new cable advices from a Balkan cap- 
ital again described serious rioting 
in Milan and other northern Italy 
cities, with Italian soldiers fighting 
by the side of the rebels. 


The broadcaster said: "While Italian 


officials deny the reports of serious 
rioting, diplomatic advices from the 
Balkans, received in Bern, Switzer- 
land, insist that the riots did take 
place, with heavy casualties; and Ital- 
ian soldiers fought on the rebel side. 


"A number of Italian army officers 


and several other men, reported to be 
dignitaries of the Fascist party, are 
said to have been arrested by the Ital- 
ian Secret Police and the German Ges- 
tapo." 


CBS quoted a Turkish radio report, 


picked up here by Columbia's short 
wave listening station, as saying Ger- 
man staff officers are being attached 
to Italian commands.

the army in acquiring huge tracts 
of land all over the country for artil- 
lery ranges, powder factories, aerial 
bombing target areas, 
ports and cantonments.

The problem of what to do with 


these unwilling 
"okies" 
has 
been 


dumped for the moment into the lap 
of the Farm Security Administration 
which, if it had the money, would pro- 
bably spend about $30,000,000— or $3,- 
000 a family— trying to relocate the 
dispossed. Whatever FSA does spend 
must be added to the cost of the 
kind, which comes out of the army's 
pocket nncl goes to the land owner. 
or the mortgage holder — not the 
tenant farmer, 


As the United States government 


seldom lets the^ right hand know what. 
the left is doing, tho FSA crowd 
is usually called in after the damage 
is done, the land acquired and the 
tenants moved out. What gets the FSA 
goat is that the army seems always 
to need the best land in sight, ne- 
ver the scrub land. Given a wide, 
level, well-drained, fertile plain, and 
the army is sure to want it for an 
airport. Or nice, rolling pasture land.

Two typical cases illustrate the pro- 


blem the KSA boys nre up against: 


Near Madison, Ind.. in the Ohio

But because of the red 
tape involved, it sometimes moans that 


tho owner may not get paid for one 
or two ycttvs. Result often is thnl 
the farmer Is made landless with- 
out having enough money to buy 
new land elsewhere. 


best to gel payments made quickly, 
but the process is slow. 


Sometimes the problem works back- 


ward—as, for instance, in the tour 


counties Around ftndford, Vfl, where 
one &t the biggest powder factories 
in the world Is being built. So many 
new Jobs arc being opened heie that 
the population of the four counties 
is due to double. To meet this FSA 
surveyed all the farms- in the counties 
mid made a list of 2000 which had sub- 
standard housing and were within 20 
minutes travel of the different em- 
ployment centers.

Takes Breath 
From Visitors

WASHlNGTON-Tourlsts' guide: 
I once knew a lad who always de- 


scribed as "golly-whopping" anything 
of such magnitude that it made the 
eyes bulge, I'm sure if he would come 
to Washington today and see the 
Smithsonian Institution's new exhibit, 
he would suck in a quick breath and 
say it was '.'the golly-whoppingest 
thing I ever sqw.'V 
' I 


For three months, behind locked 


doors, the men and women of the 
Smithsonian labored In the great ex- 
hibition hall. When the "closed" sign 
was changed for one reading "Open 
to the Public" the other day, they 
had completed a task which probably 
will put the Smithsonian on more vis- 
itors' "must" list than it ever has 
been. 


Briefly, the exhibit, is the story of 


life for the last half-billion years and, 
just as a fillip, a glance into the future. 
This peek at things to come is proof 
positive that the men of. the Smith- 
sonian are farm from unimaginative 
graybeards. They may do a lot of 
poring over crusted skulls and fos- 
sils, but 'they also have a Wellesian 
flair that would put both H. G. and 
Orson to shame. 


They have cooked up a realistic 


space'ship which appears to be zoom- 
ing along some inter-planetary high- 
way. As the pilot looks back, he can 
see the changing scene of the earth 
as the continents and oceans revolve 
into the sunlight. Before him, brightly 
lighted, is a chart of his course. It is 
accurate to an 
inch. 
Smithsonian 


mathematicians 
spent 
days in the 


realm of higher mathematics to pro- 
duce it. The pilot is receiving tele- 
vision reports. He carries in his hol-

The Smithsonian Experts went

By a "ones of scale-model diaramas, 


the Institution has traced the "Ascent 
of Man" from his beginnings. These 
show early man in his natural habitat, 
with the trees, grasses and animals of 
prehistoric times. All has been recon- 
structed on the latest scientific con- 
clusions, with every thing as accurate 
as it possibly could be made. To give 
all possible credence, there are ex» 
hibits of prehistoric skulls. The one 
of old Joe Cro-Magnon, who seems to 
have died with a toothy grin that the 
centuries haven't erased, should be 
labeled: "To be dreamed about only 
after Welsh rarebit and hot mince 
pie." 


Meteorite In Color 


In the geological section, the ex- 


hibit has what it refers to as its 
great collection of meteovites. 
Not 


being geological, I couldn't get stirred 
up about these hunks of iron and 
such that burned themselves out bom- 
barding their way through the earth's 
atmosphere. 
But even this section 


is enlivened by a "color transparency" 
of a fiery meteorite plounging along 
where only,space ship pilots ought to 
be. And here also are the world's 
largest topaz and some new minerals 
discovered in the gold and silver mines 
of Mexico. 


In its century of progress, the Smith- 


sonian has unearthed .something like 
a 100,000 new plants and animals and 
the'.gentlemen there know what they 
are drawing when they sketch a tree 
of life like the one which is the center 
of the biological . exhibit. Here also 
are some of the Institution's rare spec- 
imens, like the fish that carries its 
eggs in its mouth and another that dis- 
proves that old one about "the fish 
out of water" by packing up frequent- 
ly and taking long junkets.across dry 
land. 


The exhibit has plenty of "first edi- 


tions" in the machine age, too. These 
range from a working model of the 
Newcomen atmospheric steam engine, 
the first steam engine which, at two 
piston strokes a minute, was pumping 
water .out of a flooded coal mine in 
England 200 years ago, to the "solar 
cooker," in which its inventor can 
—on a clear ray—fry an egg in a jiffy 
or bake a cake in half an hour. 


All in all, it's a pretty facinating

Blimps to Aid 
in Defense 


United States 
to Have Plenty 
of Gas-Bags 


By JACK STINNElT 


WASHINGTON — The United Stnt- 


cs soon will hnvc more gns bags 
thnn ever before in the nation's nrmn- 
ment history—and I don't menu the 
kind that wnlk with two legs. 


I menu nil-ships—blimps, the com- 


paratively small non-rigid ships Ihnt 
are fabric and 
rubber 
envelopes 


around a lot of cubic feet of helium 
and hnvc armored cabins hanging 
from their middles. 


For a good many years now, light- 


er-lhan-air craft have been a bone 
of contention wherever military or 
naval experts assemble. Most of the 
controversy has centered around the 
big, rigid dirigibles or zoppellns. For 
the present, you can forget about 
these. There isn't an active one in 
the defense set-up and at the mo- 
ment there's none on order or even 
planned. 


But the Navy docs have n pro- 


gram for construction of 48 blimps. 
Flans are already under way for es- 
tablishing airship bases in the Boston 
area, in the Norfolk area, in the San 
Francisco area. The field at Lake- 
hurst, N. J., probably will be en- 
argcd ns a main overhaul base for 
the east coast. Maybe later, there 
will be another base down around 
the tip of Florida and possibly oth- 
ers on the West Coast. That phase of 
t is in the future. At present, the 
first six of the 48 ships are n-build- 
ng and n naval commission, headed 
jy Capt. Charles E. Rosendahl, the 
Davy's lighter-than-air ace, is sclcct- 
ng sites for the three first-mentioned 
bases. 


World War Precedent 


What would the blimps do? The 


men who give the orders and let 
the contracts have .that all figured out. 
To pass it along to you. I'll step back 
a minute to the World war.

es, where there is little, if any, pos- 
sibility of enemy air bases close 
enough to fill the air with enemy 
planes tile value of the blimp jumps 
right buck to Its World war ceiling. 
Working in conjunction 
with sub- 


chasers, destroyers, mine sweepers and 
planes from 
coastal airfields, 
the 


blimps would patrol the coastal wa- 
ters and convoy coastwise shipping. 
Because of their ability to throttle 
down to slow speeds or to dart out at 
approximately 70 miles an hour to in- 
vestigate suspicious dots on the widen- 
ed horizon, the importance as convoy 
protection is considered high. 


Whether it will work out that way 


remains to be seen. Perhaps large- 
scale tests in defense maneuvers will 
tell the talc, even if the blimps fire 
never needed in real warfare. Any- 
wny the flying sausages are going to 
get a chance to show what they can 
do.
